STATE LICHNSE AND RESTRICTION FOR UNIONS NOT APPROVED BY COMMISSION 
Among eight bills introduced with final report of the Housing (Lockwood) 
Commission January 16th is one sponsored solely by Counsellor Samuel Untermyer, 
which provides that trades unions shall be prohibited from limiting membership, 
miting apprentices, expelling any member, giving any employer preference cha ee 
“employment of members, limiting number of helpers or apprentices in union shop, 
eny action intended £0 discipline employers, price-fixing agreements with em- 
'oloyers as to labor or materials, limiting amount of work in day’s work, re- 
efusing to work in connection with any device or method installed by employer} 
“and. requiring governmental supervision of accounts and records of unions. © 
This bill is Senate Int. 122 and Assembly Int. 203. It is proposed to en~ 
. force these and other provisions by conditional licensing of unions by a state. 
fF. commission, Unless so licensed, trades unions may not function; they may 
j ‘a|ppeal to courts pending enforcement of order annulling right to function, and 
‘court decree is final. This drastic proposal, which is opposed by organized 
‘labor of this state, was refused approval by Housing Commission, tts new 
‘chairman, Senator Dunnigan, and most of the members are emphatically opposed 
to Lt; and the formel unanimous report says: "In its 1921 report the Commis— 
‘sion found no justification nor necessity for legislatior: subjecting the 
effairs of unions to state supervision. The numerous reforms suggested then 
_had been agreed to by most of the unions and there had been no general dis— 
position to oppose these reforms. . .Therefore no legislation is recom— 
4 mended." . Bill of Mr. Untermyer’s was introduced "by request" as courtesy 
’ to Commission’s chief counsellor, but without recommendation. The New York 
} state Federation of Labor at its "59th annual convention on August 24, 1922, 
}) manimously resolved to oppose any such measure as an unwarranted restriction 
P ont the freedom of wage—-cearning citizens. 
 ENDORSING AN EXCLUSIVE STATE INSURANCH FUND, Housing Commission in its 
sport-of denuary 16th introduced commission bill to make State ane for 
_ Workmen’s Compensation Insurance the only form of Such insvrane BEd. Whe su. 
‘ urged by Counsellor Untermyer, and is almost identical with ata es W. \ 
eee bill of this Federation as introduced. 
‘ee GOVERNOR SMITH HAS APPOINTED and Senate confirmed Bernard L. Shientag 
‘of New York as State Industrial Commissioner to succeed Gommissioner Sayer, 
resigned. He also appointed Miss Frances Perkins as member of State Indus- 
trial Board to succeed Mrs. Whitney, term expired. Commissioner Shientag 
was chief legal counsel in old State Industrial Commission and legal counsel 
to Gompers—Wagner—Smith Factory Investigating Commission of 1911-1915, which 
‘reported and secured enactment of many additions to Labor Laws and developed 
‘State Labor Department. Migs Perkins was 2 member of the old State Indus— 
trial Commission.
